The parties in this matter agree to the terms and conditions of the attached Stipulation as
the final disposition of this matter, subject to the approval of the Medical Examining Board
(Board).   The Board has reviewed this Stipulation and considers it acceptable.

Accordingly, the Board in this matter adopts the attached Stipulation and makes the
following Findings of Fact, Conclusion of Law and Order.

FINDINGS OF FACT

1.           Respondent Lany R. Myers, M.D. (DOE June 27,1942), is licensed in the state of
Wisconsin to practice medicine and surgery, having license number 38258-20 first issued on
August 23,1996, and current though October 31, 2019.  Respondent's most recent address on
file with the Wisconsin Department of Safety and Professional Services (Department) is  15 74
CcoburgRoad#867,Eugene,Oregon97401.

2.           At all times pertinent to this matter, Respondent practiced family medicine and
was licensed to practice in multiple states including Oregon, Alaska, and Hawaii.
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3.          By order dated october 5, 2017, Respondent surrendered his oregon medical
license while under investigation for alleged boundary violations involving a female patient.

4.           On August  1 0, 2017, Respondent voluntarily surrendered his license to practice
medicine in Hawaii while under investigation for action taken against his license in another state.

5.           On November 20, 2017, Respondent voluntarily surrendered his license to
practice medicine in Alaska while under investigation for action taken against his license in
another state.

6.           Respondent agrees to resolve this matter with entry of the following conclusion
of Law and Order.

CONCLUSION OF LAW

1.           The wisconsin Medical Examining Board has jurisdiction to act in this matter

pursuant to Wis. Stat. § 448.02(3), and is authorized to enter into the attached Stipulation
pursuant to Wis. Stat.  § 227.44(5).

ORDER

1.           The attached  stipulation is accepted.

2.          The PERMANENT SURRENDER by Lany R. Myers, M.D., of his license to
practice medicine and surgery in the state of wisconsin (license no. 38258-20) and any
appurtenant right to renew that license, is hereby accepted, effective the date of this Order.

3.           This surrender constitutes Respondent's permanent relinquishment of his right to

practice medicine and surgery in the state of Wisconsin. The Board will not, at any time in the
future, process or otherwise consider an application or attempt at renewal by Respondent of
credentials necessary to practice medicine and surgery in the state of wisconsin.

4.           If Respondent ever seeks any other license under wis. Stat. chs. 440-480, he shall,
as a prerequisite to application, pay COSTS of this matter in the amount of $490.00.

1.          This stipulation is entered into as a result ofa pending investigation bythe
Division of Legal Services and Compliance.  Respondent consents to the resoluton of this
investigation by StipulatioD.

2.          Respondent understands that by signing this stipulation, Respondent voluntarily
and howingly waives the following rights:

•    the right to a hearing on the allegations against Reapondent, at which time the State has
the burden of proving those allegatious by a preponderance of the evidence;

•    the right to confront and cross-examine the witnesses against Respondent;
•    the right to call witnesses on Respondent's behalf and to compel their attendance by

subpoena;
•     the right to testify on Respondent's own behalf;
•     the right to file objections to any proposed decision and to present tiriefs or oral

arguments to the officials who are to render the final decision;
•    the right to petition for rehearing; and
•    all other applicable rights afforded to Respondent under the United States Constitution,

the Wisconsin Constitution. the Wisconsin Statutes. the Wisconsin Administrative Code,
and other provisions of state or federal law.

3.          Respondent is aware ofRespondent's right to seek legal representation and has
been provided an opportunity to obtain legal counsel before signing this Stipulation.

4.          Respondent agrees to the adoption of the attached Final Decision and order by
the Wiscousin Medical Examining Board (Board).  The parties to the Stipulation consent to the
entry of the attached Final Decision and Order without further notice, pleading, appearance or
consent of the parties.  Respondent waives all rights to any appeal of the Board's order. if
adopted in the form as attached.

5.          If the tens of this stipulation are not acceptable to the Board, the parties shall not
be bound by the contents of this Stipulation, and the matter shall then be retuned to the Division



ofLegalServicesandComplianceforfurtherproceedings.htheeventthattheStipulationis
notacceptedbytheBoard,thepartiesagreenottocontendthattheBoardhasbeenprejudicedor
biasedinanymannerbythecousiderationofthisattemptedresolution.

6.          The parties to this stipulation agree that the attorney or other agent for the
DivisionofLegalServicesandComplianceandanymemberoftheBoardeverassignedasan
advisorinthisinvestigationmayappearbeforetheBoardinopenorclosedsession,withoutthe
presenceofRespondencforpurposesofspeakinginsupportofthisagreementandanswering
questiousthatanymemberoftheBoardmayhaveincomectionwithdeliberatiousonthe
Stipulation.Additionally,anysuchadvisormayvoteonwhethertheBoardshouldaccaptthis
Stipulation and issue the attached Final Decision and Order.

7.          Respondent is infomed that should the Board adopt this stipulation, the Board's
Final Decision and Order is a public record and will be pubhished in accordance with standard
Departmentprocedue.
